length In seven leagued boots and
regards It a trifle. Fashion, Indeed,
places tho two periods of the world's
history together without apology. She
takes a hit from one and a slice from
tho other and calls It a frock.

lllstory has been ransacked for
three years for Inspiration. 'strange to
record, when one realizes that a few
decades from now fashion will prob-
ably start to register the impressions
of these days, and throughout all the
agc3 to come. If thore aro such things
as fashions for women, those who
build them will go to this era of world
war as an aid to Jaded brains.

Possibly Napoleon was sufficiently
an egotist to foresee that tho period
ho created In tho world's progress
would last the fashion designers at
least a hundred years, as It has done.

None of the designers has gone far
from the Napoleonic era. and their
apology Is that Inspiration was drawn
from every sourco during tho reign of
this one man, and that It would be
difficult to find something which nad
been omitted.

It was a long cry then from the
Tanagra flgurlno through successive
stages of clothes to the costumes a
1'Kcossatse, which wero swirled In at
tho end of tho Emperor's sway, and
which wero suggested by the great
Caledonian ball given In London, at
which the men and women of Scot'
land woro their plaids, at which the
chieftains did the Highland fling and
Continental society looked on as at a
war danco of the American Indians.

Jfot From Original Source.
Truly there w:is ch that was

untouched In fashion during that span
of history In France. And whatever
the designers' have done these days
has usually been copied from Us re
incarnation In tho Napoleonic era and
not from the original source.

There are certain phases of fashion
ui liils nine, ucmutei, turn uue uiuivj
ancient and primitive than tho Na-
poleonic era adopted. These are Peru-
vian, American Indian, Japanese and
Chinese. We also have gone back to

tTvell defined periods of mediaeval his-
tory that such women as Josephine,
Jtme. Ttecamler and Mme. Talllen
cared little for and would not have
tolerated unless they were arranged
with less decency than we uso them

y.

One historian of fashions says that
France in those days, like Rome, ap-
propriated from the vanquished all it
considered worth the taking. But It
took, as a rule, that which was pres-
ent and not that which was past.

There was once a time In the begin-
ning of the Consulate when fashion
in Paris was turned toward the an-
cient enemy across the Channel and
borrowed ideas for dress. This was
done In a spirit of perversity, but the
Paris designers now turn there In a
different spirit one of Intense grati-
tude and friendliness. Later she may
remembrr Mesopotamia and Palestine,
and linking them to Allenby and Mar-

Mincemeat Made Now Is Best
must moke your own

YOU this year. Of late years
perhaps you havo been buying

it in little tin cans, but now no one
buys anything In tins that sho can
possibly make for herself.

Don't imagine that you need go
without this tlmo honored adjunct of
the Christmas dinner, however. If
you glance through any mincemeat
recipe you will see that though fairly
expensive In ingredients nnd what the
old time housewifu would call rich, it
1b not rich In tho Ingredients that
would make It unpatriotic. And with
a litllo clever substitution It can be
mado as good a wur tlmo dish as
Johnnycako or corn dodser.

Mince pies are really sacred to
Christmas, and It has been through a
rather natural running together of our
Ideas of Thanksgiving and Christmas
that wo havo sometimes had them on
the first occasion as well as at Christ-
mas. But In these days we don't in-

dulge in more- sweets than we really
crave, and surely one kind of plo Is
enough.

So It Is tho wise housewife who has
reserved mlnco pie till after Thanks-
giving. Make a good batch of
mincemeat now, mellow it till your
Christmas baking, and then leavo it on
hand to make Into pies for desserts
nrraMonaly during tho cold weeks
that follow Christmas.

Here's If iiovrrlzeil Mincemeat.
IUro is a Hoovcrlzed reelpo for you.

If you have a well tried recipe of your
own it is better to stick to
that. Mihstltutlng corn syrup for al-

most all the sugar and lessoning the
quantities of meat ued.

The Cromwelllan Inspiration Is new;
the revival of those fashions which
were adopted before tho word had any
significance when Henry I. was King
of England.

"Is this as far as we have
gone in dresj?" Is tho exclamation
that comes first.

Brandy and sherry formerly had n
prominent place In mincemeat, but
perhaps wo can forego the flavor added
In that way this year, when even our
rooking has "gono dry" and the
harmless bottle of cooking sherry that
sometimes used to be enthroned on the
shelves, whero no'er a drop was over
sipped, has gono tho way of other
luxuries of peace, largely because of
Its high price.

Old time cooks uod to make their
mincemeat up after omo standard
recipe and then the crock In
3 convenient place, well covered with
an earthen cover. Then n oppor-
tunity afforded they would add to It.
Perhaps y they would hnvo tho
rich Julco left over from a jar of
hrandled peaches, ,i few
raisins would bo left from dinner, and
another day It would be convenient to
add a little lolled down rider. Hut
ilwnvs thero was constant tasting, and
nothing wjs ever aclied without the
moat careful dicrimli.ntlon by the
housewife, who became In the course
of many years' prop ir.ition of tlu
Ohr.-mu- s pie qu''o an expert In tho
dcllra-- art of tasting mlnremeat.

Now here Is a suggestion for baking

the mlnco pie. Don't bake up n batch
of tho pie and then keep them on
hand a w;eek. They are not so good to
tasto ajjd far less wholesome that
way They are best when fairly fresh,
but not piping hot. The mincemeat
Itself may bo kept on hand for week
even months, In a cool place, but onre
liked the crust becomes toaked, and
it is far from wholesome If allowed
to stand many hours. ,

Many persons bake the pics with a
lower crust only and criss crossings of
pastry for the upper crust. Others use
plain pastry for the bottom crust and
puff pastry for the top covering.

Mock Mliicement Pnlntnlite.
"Mock mincemeat.'' ns it is rnltnri

by the Food Administration, Is not
something thnt was invented specially
to meet tho demands of the war, for 't
's really no more or less than the
green tomato mincemeat that old
fashioned COUntrV rooks hnvn lnnp
made. They refer to tho pies when
made qs tomato pies. Here Is the
recipe ns given oy the Food Admin-
istration In a recent pamphlet:

Three pounds salted green toma-
toes, two pounds apples, one cup
chopped suet, two cups molasses,
one cup corn syrup, ono pound
raisins, ono rup vinegar, ono tea-
spoon cloves, two tablespoon rlnna-me- n.

ono teaspoon allspice, one n

nutmeg. Foak tho tomatoes
for two hours and chop them fine.
Chop the apples. Add tho other

nnd conk tho mixture
until It Is thick. This mincemeat
will keep for some tlmo In a covered
Jar.
It Is especially given In this pam-rhl- et

nsonc of the ways In which to uso
salted green tomatoes. They arc mado
by parking well washed tomatoes in a
container, covering them with n 10
per cent brine, covering them and
weighting them down nn top. It Is
best to cover them with ti layer of
grape, horseradish or Hwlss chard
leaves nnd to weigh them down with
a largo clean Mono resting on an In-
vert, (1 plate.

If you have nny salted green toma-
toes you will flnd this an excellent
wny to uso them.

On tho outside sho was Puritanical,
however, for fashions have and will
always reflect history and tho char
acter of ihose who govern. And yet
tho designers havo found a good field
for sartorial adventure. K seems. In
English costumery of that epoch.

Just recently there havo appeared

several sorts with bnttlcmented hems,
a strong sign of those times, and a
doublo row of buttons on each side of
a long straight front opening. Tho
wide linen collar nnd cuffs are added,
and one sees that It Is a new fashion.

Not so new but equally Cromwelllan
Is tho sleeveless blouse or short tunic
that our shops sell as casually as they
once did the American shirtwaist.
These also were battlementcd at the
hem, which ours are not, but they
also showed the full sleeves of the
shirt beneath.
